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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kim et 
al (US2004/0061814), Plesinger (US 5,146,354), Ha et al (US 6,894,757), Kim et 
al (US 6,175,396), Suzuki et al (US 6,590,626), and Murakami (JP2005031 124) 
are made of record for teaching conventional backlight units for illuminating a 
LCD devices. However, the prior art of record fails to teach backlight module for 
an LCD having a COG type LCD panel adapted with a TAB type backlight 
module; the backlight module comprising a reflector, a fluorescent lamp and a 
light guide plate; a lamp chamber being formed in recess inside the reflector to 
accommodate the lamp, a side lid protruding by the side of the reflector, a lip 
being each provided to the edges of the remaining sides of the reflector to 
reserve a filling space inside the reflector of the same size as that of the light 
guide plate and the LCD panel to accommodate both, characterized in that the 
peripherals of the bottom and the top of the light guide plate being respectively to 
be bonded to the surface of the reflector and the back of the LCD panel as 
recited in the claim.
